Addressing the members of both Houses, 
the Governor read the speech as follows :— 

“It gives me particular satisfaction to in- 
augurate this session oí the Parliament of 
Northern Ireland while the hearty welcome 
to His Royal Highness the Prince of Wales 
is still ringing in our ears. His gracious act 
in coming to us and declaring this building 
open, on behalf of His Majesty the Kimg, 
and his visiting the people, has endeared him 
still further to them, who deeply appreciate 
the opportunity afforded them of again de- 
monstrating their undying devotion to the 
Throne. e enthusiasm and rejoicings of 
the community were striking features of the 
happy occasion. 

“i desire to record my appreciation of the 
services rendered by the forces of the Crown, 
and to congratulate the Royal Ulster and 
Special Constabulary, as well as the stewards 
who lined the route, for the admirable 
arrangements made for the convenience of 
the public. 

“I congratulate you on the amenities of 
your new habitation, in which you will be 
privileged in future to conduct the legislative 
affairs of this part of the United Kingdom. 

‘* To turn to matters affecting the future— 
the state of agriculture, linen and ship- 
building, continues to be governed by those 
adverse world conditions which, for several 
years past, have exercised so baneful an in- 
fluence upon every country.

While the number of persons seeking em- 
ployment through the employment exchanges 
showed an increase during the first half of 
the year, I am gratified to learn that in the 


‘summer a turning point was reached, since 


when a steady fall has been recorded. The 
increased employment was mainly due to the 
activity in the -linen trade, and available 
evidence leads me to expect that this may be 
maintained. 

As regards shipbuilding, there is an im- 
rovement to record, and jt is to be earnestly 
oped that, with the progressive obsolescence 

of tonnage, new construction will become 
inevitable, and that our local firms will secure 
the share to which their high reputation 
entitles them. 

I should like to refer to the valuable con- 
tribution to employment which local authori- 
ties and public bodies are continuing to make 
by patting in hand, with the assistance of my 
Government, works of publi¢ utility which 
will prove of general and lasting benefit to 
the community. 

I am pleased to learn that, as & result of 
anxious consideration and negotiations which 
have been in progress for some considerable 
time between my Government and the respon- 
sible local bodies, steps have been taken to 
formulate a revised basis or standard of out- 
door relief in respect of certain areas, which 
should alleviate the present distress. . 

My Government have carefully considered 
the views of local authorities on the subject 
of proposals for local government reform. 
In deference to their views, and the fear that 
any comprehensive scheme might involve 
additional burdens being imposed on the rates, 
my Government have decided not to do more 
than introduce a measure dealing with matters 
of an urgent character and remedying cer- 
tain defects and anomalies in the various 
codes bearing upon Local Government ad- 
ministration. 

Legislation will be introduced during the 
session to enable schemes for the marketing 
of agricultural produce to be promoted in 
Northern Ireland. 

A measure will be laid before you to give 
efiect before the 3lst March next to the 
various operations on our funds necessary to 
implement the budget proposals approved 
last session, including power to make ad- 
vances from the Consolidated Fund to the 
Road Fund. 

A bill will also be introduced for the better 
regulation of moneylenders, together with 
measures dealing with the following 
matters :—Amendment of the Bankruptcy 
Law, County Officers and Courts, Dangerous 
Drugs, Destructive Imported Animals, 
Fisheries, Regulation of Stormont Estate, 
Unemployment Insurance.

NATIONALIST ABSENTEES. 


In the Senate, Senator Leslie, wearing the 
dress of a Deputy-Lieutenant, moved the 
Address in reply ta the King’s Speech.

It seemed 
to him a great pity and a useless business 
that they should have refrained from bein 
present. The three absentees had worked 
with him during the hast two or three 
sessions, and had given valuable help. He 
could speak from his own knowledge of the 
valuable assistance which more “than one of 
the absent Senators had given on more than 
one Joint Committee.” e hoped that thev 
woald rejoin the House at an early date, and 
he ventured to say that they would be 
welcome. . 

Mr. Lavery, seconding, expressed the 
hope that in the marketing schemes for agri- 
culture something would be done to encour- 
age flax-growing in Ulster. “T am in favour 
of a subsidy or guarantee, as is given to the 
shipbuilding industry.”

Every effort would be made, he said, to 
secure the acceleration by local authorities of 
such schemes. He mentioned that legislation 
would be introduced as in Great Britain to 
deal with unemployment. 


THE BELFAST DISTURBANCES. 

After referring to the steps taken to 
alleviate exceptional distress in Belfast, he 
said. that considerable progress had been 
made towards arriving at a basis for the 
allowances when advantage of the situation 
was taken by a certain section to organise 
disturbances in the city. It could not be 
doubted that these disturbances were of a pre- 
conceived plan, which was put in operation 
not merely in Belfast, but in other areas in 
Great Britain. The disturbance in Belfast, 
he declared, was dealt with firmly, but with 
great forbearance, by the police authorities, 
and order was soon restored. A standard of 
relief was evolved which was fair to those 
who through no fault. oí their own were un- 
able to obtain employment and had to resort 
to the poor law authorities for assistance. 

Proceeding, he said, that throughout all 
the changes in the fiscal system which had 
occurred the interests of Northern Ireland 
farmers had been specially guarded. [n order, 
however, that full advantage might be taken 


of the new conditions, a greater degree of 


organisation, in order to ensure the efficient 


i 


marketing. of agricultural produce, was 
essential. The new bill would enable farmers 
and other agricultural producers to exercise 
a greater degree of control over every stage 
in the marketing of their produce than had 
been possible in the past. 


LOCAL GOVERNMENT REFORM. 

Referring to local government reform, he 
said that, in view of the financial stringency 
and depression, the local authorities urged 
strongly that this scheme should be deferred 
for a more favourable opportunity. There 
were a number of miscellaneous matters, how- 
ever, not involving an expenditure, which 
called for a remedy, and a bill which would 
be introduced would deal with a_ large 
number of these points which had arisen as 
a result of experience, and with regard to 
which representations had been made by 
local authorities. The bill for the amendment 
of the bankruptcy law proposed to limit, as 
in, England, the absolute priority over 
ofinacy debts hitherto enjoyed by the Crown 
in. the distribution of the property of a 


bankrupt. 


THE ROYAL VISIT. 

A. Quigley (Unionist Tabour) 
said that the Nationalist and Socialist 
members had shown the cloven ‘hoof in 
declining to come to the official ere of 
the Parliament building by the Prince ol 
Wales. 

Senator Dorman (Labour) said that he had 
no intention of insulting any member of the 
Royal Family by se Bey Ei from being 
present at the opening ceremony. The reason 
of his absence was that some people might 
conceive it possible, if they saw him shaking 
hands with the Prince, that he was insulting 
him by not bowing obeisance to him.

At the outset he expressed apprecia- 
tion of the action of the Prince of Wales in 
coming to Northern Ireland to open the new 
Parliament House. The events of the last 
few. days left no one in doubt as to the 
strength of the loyalty that the people of 
Northern. Ireland held towards the Throne 
of England and the admiration they all had 
for His Royal Highness, the heir to that 
Throne. ‘The interest that the Prince took 
in their industrial activities would be a great 
stimulus to those engaged in that work. He 
glanced at almost every side of their in- 
dustrial and social life, and he took time to 
inspect, an Ulster orchestra, known as a 
‘drumming party,” and the short lesson that 
he got at filisborough in beating the “big 
drum’’ might be of service to him in the 
coming days in that high propaganda work 
in which he was so often engaged.

HE following is the text of the King’s 

I speech, as by His Majesty in 

opening Parliament yesterday :— 

My LonRp8 AND MEMBERS or THE HOUSE or 
CGMMONS :i— 

My relations with foreign Powers continue 
to be friendly. In accordance with the con- 
clusions reached by the Conference at 
Lausanne, a World Economic Conference is 
to be convened by the League of Nations, 
and will be held.in London as soon as pos- 
sible next year. It is my earnest hope that 
the Conference will be able to reach agree- 
ment on the measures required to deal with 
the causes which have brought about the 
present economic and financial difficulties of 
the world. 

The Conference for the Reduction and 
Limitation of Armaments, now . sitting at 
Geneva, embodies the hope and the effort 
of mankind to reach the greatest measure 
of general. disarmament that can be attained, 
My Government will continue, in full co- 
operation with all the other members of the 
Conference, to work for an international con- 
vention which will be a foundation for a 


lasting peace. 


INDIA, 

My Ministers and other members of both 
your Houses are meeting in conference re- 
wesentatives of the Indian States, and of 
British India. They hope thereafter to place 
before you proposals for further constitu- 
tional development in India. The decisions to 
be taken will. be of great moment to the 
whole of my Empire, and [ shall watch your 
deliberations with deep interest.

That condition of affairs exists 
no longer; for British industry has ceased 
to have a monopoly anywhere. The 
theories of economic nationalism are being 
practised throughout the world. Every 
nation nowadays manufactures its own 
goods to the greatest possible extent, and 
British industry is barred by prohibitive 
tariffs in its former markets. 

Imperial economists are agreed that the 
only hope of a British trade revival lies 
in the intensified development. of the 
Dominion markets. Within the four 
corners of the British Empire there is 
sufficient purchasing ‘power to keep all 
Britain’s industries busy and to give per- 
manent employment to all her people. 
This principle was recognised at Ottawa, 
where a beginning was made ; but muh re- 
mains to be done before substantial results 
can be obtained, and in the meanwhile 
the unemployment problem is becoming 
more and more acute. The King’s Speechi 
referred to the World Economic Coa- 
ference which will be held next year. This 
gathering of experts may: be able to dis- 
cover ways and means to alleviate dis- 
tréss; but, so long as high tariffs are 
maintained by one State against another, 
there can be little hope of real progress. 
Britain must face the unpleasant fact that 
a large proportion of her workless popula. 
tion never will be employed again. If al] 
the unemployed were elderly persons, - the 
position would be sufficiently bad; but at 
least a million of them are young people. 
who never have been able to find a job 
and are losing the best years of their 
lives. They cannot even emigrate ; for the 
United States and the Dominions have 
stopped ,the inrush of European immi 
grants. They are being demoralised by 
the ‘dole,’ but without that much- 
abused expedient they would be face to 
face with starvation. 

Northern Ireland sinks or swims with 
Great Britain, and her major problem 
also is unemployment. It is aggra- 
vated by the economic war that is 
being waged in the Free State, and 
the recent riots in Belfast. gave an 
indication of the pitch to which matters 
have been brought. After the Napoleonic 
wars the western world passed through 
a crisis which, in many respects, was even 
worse than the present crisis. Yet within 
a comparatively short space of time 
Britain rose to heights of power and 
prosperity hitherto unknown in the 
world’s history. The outlook is dark, but 
it is not without hope. British. credit, 
despite the fall in the value of sterling 
abroad, continues to be perfectly safe. The 
British people are bearing a crushing 
burden of taxes, which even may be in- 
creased during the next six months; but 
they are setting an example of endurance 
to the world. It is true that a certain sec- 
tion of London society still chooses to act 
as if it had never a care in the world, 
and to flaunt its wealth before the hungry 
eyes of the suffering poor; but the great 
mass of the people is sound. Belts must 
be tightened ; luxuries must be eschewed : 
common peril must be met by common 


be lowered if the nation is to survive. 
Edwardian. England is as dead as 
Augustan Rome. The days of easy 
affluence have gone—perhaps; for ever ; 
and, although British institutions stand 
firm to-day amid a welter of world up- 
heavals, their continued existence can ve 
ensured only by’ a, dogged determination 
to make any and every sacrifice for their 
sake. 


‘Catalonia.

of Transport has begun a systematic re- 
search into the causes of fatal accidents 
on English and Welsh roads. An interim 
report on the results for last July and 
August, which was published yesterday, 


includes some remarkable and disturbing | 


figures. Sudden sorrow fel! upon many 
homes during those two holiday months ; 
for 1,059 persons were killed on the roads 
—un average of seventeen a day. More 
than seventy per cent. of these were 
killed in towns, and pedestrians were the 
victims in thirty-eight per cent. of the 
total number of deaths. Twice as many 
boys as girls were killed; more than half 
of the child victims were between the 
ages of three and eight—the age when 
children run blindly across the road; 
nearly all the older children were killed 
while cycling. Hitherto, amid the increas- 
ing terrors of road traffic, the pedestrian 
has consoled himself with the thought 
that, at least, he is absolutely safe on the 
footpath ; but the report dispels this illu- 
sion. Twenty-six persons were killed 
on the footpath during July and August, 
including, twenty-one pedestrians, three 
pedal cyclists and two pillion riders on 
motor cycles. Six of the twenty vehicles 
which €aused these accidents were out of 
control, and four mounted the footpath 
in efforts to avoid other vehicles. The re- 
port, after a careful and impartial sifting 
of evidence, reaches the startling conclu- 
sion that only two per cent. of the total 
number of 1,017 accidents resulting in 
death can be classified as “ unavoidable.’’ 
Kighty-five per cent. of. the deaths were 
due to carelessness, error ‘of judgment or 
other failare of the human element, as 
distinct from defects of road or vehicle. 
Furthermore, two-thirds of the motor 
drivers who were involved in fatal acci- 
dents were between the ages of sixteen 
and thirty. The moral of this report is 
plain, . Already. more than one million 
motor cars are licensed in England and 
Wales, and a hundred manufacturers are 
in eager rivalry to produce taster cars at 
cheaper prices. . The carnage of the roads 
not only will continue, but will increase, 
until the law eliminates the ignorant, sel- 
fish and reckless driver by means of the 
most drastic tests and penalties. 


Foreign Football. 


Central Europe is excited over the 
forthcoming visit.of an Austrian Associa- 
tion football team to Great Britain, and 
special excursions are being arranged in 
connection with the international match 
against England, which will be played at 
Stamford Bridge on the 7th December. 
On that occasion London will be invaded 
by thousands of Austrians, Hungarians 
and Czechs, who will forget for the 
moment their racial and political differ- 
ences, and will cheer. the Viennese 
team. Association football has gained 


enormous popularity in Central Europe | 


during recent years. Rugby is lagging 
behind; but the first international match 
in this code will be played next year 
between Germany and Czechoslovakia. 
The Czechs are excellent footballers. They 
have a fine ground in Prague, with a 
grand stand that can accommodate no 
fewer than 25,000 spectators, and, in order 
to preveit undue enthusiasm, the playing 
area is separated from the spectators by a 
wire netting fence, while the players enter 
and leave the field by means of tunnels. 
On the whole; the sporting spirit, as it is 
known in these islands, is improving 
rapidly on the Continent, although 
regrettable “ incidents ” occur from t “-e 


to time. Last July, for example, when a 
‘Czech team went to Turin to meet the

Agriculture has long been depressed by the 
general fall in the wholesale prices of its 
products. My Ministers recognise that, 
though the measures_ recently taken 
in —regard to, meat and other 
products have been of real assistance to pro- 
ducers, further plans are necessary to enable 
agricalture as a whole to take its proper 
place in the economy of the nation. While 
the restoration of prospenty to agriculture 
cannot be expected until wholesale prices 
have risen to a more normal level, my Go 
ernment believe that the various steps 
which they have taken; combined with action 
upon the investigations concluded, or stil! 
proceeding, will enable the industry to put 
itself in a position to take full advantage of 
a return to more favourable conditions. 


THE UNEMPLOYED. 

Large numbers of my people are still un- 
able to find employment, and the persistence 
of this situation causes me the greatest 
anxiety. Unemployment, as we have known 
it for some years, is undoubtedly the gravest 
of ovr social problems. — In particular, | 
am distressed that many young men and 
women have never in their lives had an op- 
portunity of regular employment. 

In the view of my Ministers, any provision 
for unemployed persons should not only 
afford material assistance, but should also 
be designed to maintain their morale and 
their fitness to resume work when opportuni- 
ties can be found. My Government intend 
to bring forward measures dealing compre- 
hensively with unemployment insurance, and 
with the treatment of those unable to obtain 
work, and the considerations [| have men- 
tioned will be borne in mind in framing 
their proposals. 

Bills relating to Scotland will be intro- 
duced to amend the procedure governing 
private legislation, to facilitate the adminis- 
tration of civil justice, and for other pur- 
poses. 

Measures dealing with rent restriction, 
London passenger transport, and other 
matters of importance will be introduced 
and proceeded with as time and opportunity 
offer.

SERIOUSNESS OF THE 
SITUATION,

He then revealed himself 
as the future King of the Agency, and 
began to levy tribute on the villages, One 
village refused to recognise the would-be 
King, and was raised by Das and one 
thousand followers on August 20th. The 
raiders were pursued by police, who 
captured Das early in September. A 
search of his camp brought to light a 
motley collection of booty, including a 
silk suit and lace cap, part of the

WASHINGTON, Tuesday. 


R. ROOSEVELT, the President-elect, 

arrived at the White House at 3.40 

this afternoon for the conference with 

President Hoover on the debt payments 
problem. 

Mr. Roosevelt was accompanied by 
Professor Moley, of Columbia University, 
who is acting as his adviser. 

Mr. Roosevelt will this evening hold a 
conference with Mr. Garner, the Vice- 
President-elect, and the 
leaders. in the Senate and House of 
Representatives, who have already met 
to-day to exchange views. 

Mr. Mills, Secretary of the Treasury, 
completed the quartette, sitting at the 
table before a crackling log fire in the 
White House study. Secret Service men 
were on guard outside. 

Governor Roosevelt left the White 
House at 6.15 p.m., after a stay of just 
over two hours and a half. 

The following statement was issued :— 

‘The President and Governor 
Roosevelt traversed at length the sub- 
jects mentioned in their telegraphic 
communication. It is felt progress has 
been made. The President will confer 
with members of Congress to-morrow, 
when the subject will be further pur- 
sued.’’ 

On this meeting between President and 
President-elect largely depends whether 
Great Britain will be called upon to 
pay her war debt instalment of over 
£28,000,000 to the United States in three 
weeks’ time. 

The meeting is the outcome of an 
invitation extended by President Hoover 
to his victorious Democrat rival! nine days 
ago, following requests by the British and 
French’ Governments for a suspension of 
debt payments pending a re-examination 
of the question. 

The attitude of Mr. Roosevelt has not, 
so far, been disclosed, but Mr. Hoover 
has indicated his position by a telegram 
to the President-elect, in which he 
reiterated his opposition to debt cancella. 
tion in any form, and remarked that “ we 
should be receptive to proposals from our 
“debtors of tangible compensation in other 
forms than direct payments,’’ and stressed 
the need of dealing with the problem “ in 
constructive fashion.’’ 


SUSPENSION FAVOURED. 


The New York Times, quoting a “high 
authority,’’ says that President Hoover 
favours suspension of debt payments due 
December 15th, pending consideration of 
the question of general revision. 

What recommendations he makes to 
Congress, however, depend on the extent 
to which he is able to curry Mr. Koose- 
velt with him Mr. Ogden Mills, Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, after a long cun- 
ference with the President last night, re- 
marked, “ It would be helpful if we had 
a Debt Funding Commission this time.’’ 

The pussibility of sume kind of under- 
standing being reached by Mr. Hoover and 
Mr. Roosevelt has not been entirely aban- 
doned, according to the Herald Tribune 
Washington correspondent, who adds that 
while both differ fundamentally on the 
question of reaching debt agreement, 
both are inclined to refuse to suspend 
December payments. Mr. Hoover is, how- 
ever, believed to be more lenient in his 
attitude towards Great Britain, this atti- 
tude being based on ‘“‘ capacity to pay.” 

While there is a belief that Con- 
gressional opposition would crumble be- 
fore the combined influence of both men 
nnited on one programme, the prospect of 
their agreeing to that extent is thought 
to be beyond the realm of possibility.

OHN Michael Gasken and Frederick 
Amey, the convicts who escaped from 
Dartmoor Prison last Wednesday, were re- 
captured at Cowley Bridge, Exeter, by 
the Exeter City police last night. 

The men had been at liberty for six 
days—a “' record ' for escaped Dartmoor 
convicts. Gasken himself set up the pre- 
vious record of five days. 

Ever since the men made their escape 
large numbers of police had carried out 
an intensive search of the moor, and 
bloodhounds had been set on the trail. 

Scores of clues were investigated by the 
police, and early yesterday a cordon was 
drawn round Crediton, following a 
burglary at a large house in the district. 

Finger prints obtained from articles at 
the house, and bootmarks were examined 
by the police, and the burglary was be- 
lieved to be the work of the convicts, 

Silver and other articles of value had 
been ignored, while the intruders helped 
themselves to pipes, tobacco, a raincoat, 
money, two bottles of stout and some 
apples. — 

After their recapture this evening the 
convicts were taken under strong guard to 
Exeter City Police Station, where they 
spent the night in the cells before being 
handed over to the prison authorities in 
the morning. 


CAUGHT ON RAILWAY. 


The capture was made by Sergeant 
Greet and Police Constable Sangster, of 
the Exeter City police, on the railway 
between Exeter and Crediton. 

The two officers were patrolling the line 
in advance of a party of police, and at 
a bend they encountered the two con- 
victs. Sergeant Greet challenged them 
and they turned and ran. 

They jumped down a low embankment 
at the side of the line, but before they 
reached the fence bordering the railway 
they were caught by the officers. 


A JUMP OF TEN FEET. 


A later message says that when the two 
convicts were recaptured they were wear- 
ing mackintoshes over their prison garb. 
On secing the police they jumped over a 
hedge, landing about ten feet below in a 
field, and immediately started running 
across the field. 

The police gave chase and easily over- 
hauled them. 

The convicts were in a somewhat 
exhausted condition, and they offered no 
resistance to Sergeant Greet and Constable 
Sangster, who seized them, while Con- 
stables Kelly and Lightfoot fastened on 
the handcuffs. 

A large crowd had gathered at Exeter 
police station to await the return of the 
police detachment engaged in the search ; 
for the news had quickly spread. 

Gasken and Amey seemed in good 
oo and joked with the police officers 
about the narrowness with which they had 
escaped previously.

M Holland alone no less than an 

average of 7,000 121b. boxes of toma- 
toes, or 374 tons, are imported into Dublin 
every week during the season. This indi- 
cates the enormous quantity. of tomatoes 
consumed in Ireland. It also shows what 
scope there is for growing tomatoes in 
glasshouses in this country. 

Looking at the number of lorries coming 
from the steamer en route to the Dublin 
fruit and vegetable market laden with 
small boxes marked *‘ Dutch produce ”’ 
and containing hothouse tomatoes grown 
in Holland, the average Irishman would 
ask himself whether Irish glasshouses are 
just a myth. 


LATE CROPS, 


Tomatoes can be, and are, grown profit- 
ably in Ireland, but the quantity grown is 
so small in relation to the demand that it 
cannot be described as an industry. If an 
earnest effort were made to produce toma- 
toes late in the season, say, from October 
onwards, growers - would. obtain. higher 
prices than if they confined their efforts 
o placing tomatoes on the market when 
they are plentiful. 

As the home supply would not be 
sufhciont to meet the demand, it is 
believed by some leading traders. in the 
fruit and vegetable market that the im- 
position of a tarifí would simply put up 
prices to the consumer, and, in the case 
of Irish tomatoes, make them too expen- 
sive. 


THE GLASSHOUSES. 


To make an industry in cénnection with 
glasshouses, it is first necessary to build 
them, A tomato house 150 feet long by 
35 feet wide will probably cost £450. 
This should produce three tons of toma- 
toes during the season, Therefore to 
supply Free State consumers for the 
season an outlay of about £100,000 would 
be necessary. 

It is beyond doubt that if the trade 
could get supplies of Irish tomatoes they 
would not entertain the idea of selling 
foreign produce. The cost of erecting a 
sufficient number of glasshouses would be 
considerable, but if supplies of. tomatoes 
were available there would almost cer- 
tainly be a continuous demand, and the 
return would be well worth while. In 
addition, the establishment of the in- 
dustry would provide permanent employ- 
ment for many gardeners, and, incident- 
ally, keep the money circulating at home.

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EDWARD MEDAL AWARDS. 


Last night’s London Gazette announced 
that the King has awarded the Edward Medal 
to Frederick Raymond Cordey, John Thomas 
Bowen, and Arianfryn Hughes, in recognition 
of their gallantry on the occasion of the 
explosion at Liwynypia Colliery, near Tony- 
pandy, on January 25th last. 

An explosion of firedamp caused poisonous 
gas to circulate round the ventilating system.

where the explosion occurred, but both were 
affected by the gas. West collapsed, and 
Cordey took him on his back for thirty 
yards before he, too, began to collapse.

He was too exhausted to do more than tell 
them of West’s plight, 

Bowen and Hughes thereupon went to 
rescue West. Bowen's lamp went out, 
indicating the presence of gas, but they 
pressed on and effected the rescue, Cordey, 
who had followed them as soon as he could, 
met them shortly after they started back. 
All three men deliberately endangered their 
lives in rescuing them comrade.

CENTRAL HEATING. 


MODERN SYSTEMS 
COMPARED. 
eee 


N intérésting lecture entitled “ Modern 

Systems of Central Heating,’ by Mr. 

D. Glasgow, M.I.H. and V.E., was 
delivered to members of the Architectural 
Association of Ireland at 8 Merrion square, 
Dublin, last night. 

In the course of his lecture, Mr. Glasgow, 
contrasting the economy and efficiency of the 
various fuels, said that the cheapest possible 
one was coal, but in order to have complete 
combustion of the coal it was often necessary 
to introduce mechanical means, so that the 
carbon gasses were properly ignited before 
leaving the furnace, To get over this 
difficulty gas coke had been used with great 
success, 

Crude oil had come into its own in regard 
to central heating, because it was possible to 
have a full automatic control. 

Continuing, he said that gas also had the 
great advantage of being used without 
personal attention, and complete automatic 
control could be obtained, but at the price 
of gas in Dublin, heating by. gas. was, 
undoubtedly, dearer than burning crude oil. 


USE OF ELECTRICITY. 


Electricity as a means of heating had been 
very much before the public since the intro- 
duction of the Shannon scheme, and if it 
could be got at a low rate of from six to 
eight units for a penny, then it could hold 
its own with oil-burning for economy. 

His own firm had, for some years past, 
introduced a system in which hot water pipes 
of small bore were embedded in the floors, 
ceilings, and walls, and hot water was car- 
ried through these pipes. A system of this 
kind had, he said, been introduced into the 
new Parliament buildings of Northern Tre- 
land and in many other places, including the 
reconstructed Four Courts, Dublin, and the 
Currency Commission Buildings, Foster place, 
Dublin, 


TEMPERATURE. 


It was the aim and object of the heating 
engineer to provide physical comforts for a 
room, whereby the temperature of the body 
could be maintained at 75 degrees, and to 
provide heating ararngements in such a 
manner that this could be maintained, so 
as to give the maximum of comfort with the 
greatest economy. As the temperature of 
the body was not more than 100 degrees, 
therefore, the first and Aa | requirement 
of a central heating system should be that 
the heat provided would not be more than 
that, and that the temperature of the air 
should not be too low.
